Proctor and General Sohofield both ex- 
pressed the opinion to-day that the 
backbone of the Indian war in the 
northwest was broken, and that it would 
be but a few days before the settlers 
would 
have assurance 
of 
safety. 


They acknowledged that the desertion 
of some of the friendlies about the Pine 
Ridge agency aud their location in the 
Bad Lands looks embarrassing, but 
they believe the next positive move- 
ment of the military forces will rout 
the worst o! the enemy aud bring a 
speedy termination of the difficulties. 


General Sohofield ventured the opin- 


ion that it was never the intention of 
the Indians to make war. He thougut 
the dances and the Messiah craze, in 
the first place, were intended to be 
harmless, but that, during the past few 
days, the Indians had come to the con- 
clusion that they were to be disarmed 
for all time, and, not having sufficient 
provision, they feared suffering from 
the want of food, and therefore pre- 
ferred to fight their way out of the situ- 
ation. Secretary Proctor said that the 
department would furnish more arms to 
the settlers threatened by the Indians if 
it was deemed necessary by tho state 
officers, and that the governors of South 
Dakota and Nebraska need not hesitate 
to call upon the department for assist- 
ance should an emergency arise.

of thought. Their school buildings are 
imbodied with the same principals and 
are noted for their perfect arrangement 
for comfort, light and ventilation, of 
this class of buildings.

T«-o of Sew Tork's Play Houses 


iturued J>y the Fire l>emon. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—Fire broke out at 


midnight on the stage of the Fifth ave- 
nue theater and burned with great 
fierceness among the very inflammable 
materials there ready at hand. 
Her- 


man's theater aleo caught fire, and it 
was feared it would go. but the damage 
was not as great as was at first supposed, 
it not being completely destroyed. The 
rumored loss of life by the fire is also 
untrue. Not only was no life lost, but 
no one was injured. Crowds gathered 
as soon as the sun was up to-day around 
the scene of last night's Broadway blaze, 
and all morning the neighborhood has 
been filled with people who gazed curi- 
ously on the ruins of the Fifth aveaue 
tire, and watched the engines pour 
streams of water on the burning embers, 
the blackened walla of the building be- 
ing all that is left standing. 


The thickness of the walla uf the Fifth 


avenue theatre saved from complete 
destruction Hermann's play house, and 
therefore also saved the entire block be- 
tween Twenty-eighth and Twenty-ninth 
streets. Opposite the theatre, on the 
northeast corner of Twenty ninth street, 
the Sturtevant house showed the effects 
of the blaze, for the rooms iu the north- 
west corner of Mcjsard's roof were 
burned out and the roof iteelf at that 
corner was gone. No other part was 
damaged except by water, and the part 
which was touched by the fire included 
only eight rooms, from which the 
guests had ample time to escape. 


One of the gnesta in the hotel said 


this morning to a United Press reporter: 
"I slept through the whole thing with- 
out knowing that a big fire was in pro- 
gress." Hermann's theater stands com- 
paratively uninjured. All the valuable 
appliances used by that magician in his 
performances were saved from their 
threatened fate, and the proprietors 
said this morning that the small dam- 
age done could be readily repaired in 
time for the regular performances on 
Monday. 
How the fire started is a 


mystery which will probably never be 
explained, but ifc is supposed it bsgan 
on or under the stage of the Fifth thea- 
ter, possibly by a lighted cigar or cigar- 
ette being thrown into some inflamablo 
material. 


Some of the costly wardobes and 


scenery 
belonging to Miss Fanny 


Davenport, used in her performance of 
•'Cleopatra," was saved according to the 
statements made iu the theater today, 
but the story could not be confirmed, 
and it is probable that the whole was 
lost.

"You 
could doubtless buy a small 


piece of property that would rent for 
more than enough to pay the taxes 
upon it and the interest on the mort- 
gage you would have to give. The sur- 
plus yon can save, in addition to what 
,-ou are now saving out of your wages, 
md you could apply it to paying off 
:he mortgage. My answer, therefore, 
;o the first question contained in your 
letter, is that real estate is the best 
investment for small savings to make 
them the basis of a fortune. 


"I know of no better way for a young 


man just starting in life to become 
rich than to be always sober, honest, 
industrious and economical, to be true 
to his employers and himself; to save 
all he can without being parsimonious, 
and to invest his savings judiciously ia 
the way I have indicated." 


Hon. Benjamin F. Butler, the mill- 


ionaire manufacturer, lawyer, soldier, 
and statesman, coincides with Mr. Fow- 
ler's high estimate of real estate as an 
investment, as willjbe seen below: 


"All the improved real estate in Boa-; 


ton, as a rule, has paid its interest and) 
taxes and quadrupled in value daringi 
the past fifty years, while during thef 
same period 90 per cent, of all the mer- 
chants and traders in the city have 
failed, and 90 per cent, of all the busi- 
ness corporations have either done Tike- 
wise or gone out of business, so that 
their stock has been wiped out.

"report on the yield of crops per acre." 
On the very first page of this report it is 
stated that tho yield of corn per acre for 
the current year is the lowest ever re- 
ported, except '-he year 1SS1. Tho re- 
port al*o states that the yield per acre 
in 1830 was nearly one-half larger. Sec- 
retary Rusk is gratified at the improved 
outlook- for agriculture, but our farmers 
will hesitate to sccopt his rosy anticipa- 
tion, as they know very well that the 
higher prices of the present time are 
caused by short crops. No sensible 
fanner i* willing to have higher prices 
at the c\pensc of poor crops; he prefers 
rather largo crops at low prices. The 
larger part of the corn grown by our 
farmers is consumed on the farm as food 
for man and beast. So far as this part 
of the corn crop is concerned, high prices 
avail nothing, and low production is 
disastrous. It is stated that many farm- 
ers in Illinois arc actually buying corn 
at existing high prices to feed to their 
s ock, £0 low was their yield. 


Returning to the statistician's report, 
c says that the corn shortage this year 


principally "in the

tatcs." That shortage is explained in 
ctail in several pages of the report 
omeof the causes of tho failure of the 
rop arc as follows: "Worms" ''ho 
vinds," "hail-storms in August," '-mid-

ticiau thinks that those facts "ainplj 
warrant the advance in prices now nil 
ng in all markets." When our owi 
crop is short thorc is usually a consider 
able importation of potatoes; but th 
statistician is of the opinion that tho re 
:ont increase in tho duty to 25 cents 
bushel may check the large importatio 
which our own s'arcity would seem t 
make necessary. In other wwrts whe 
our farmers havo bardly an}1 potatoes t 
sell, tho d;:ty comes into play to ad 
greatly to <he coit of tho potatoes coi 
sumcd'by the poor in cities: but who 
our crop is abundant wo supply our ovv 
market, and the d'jty then ca.inot pos- 
sibly benefit our farmer*. On the other 
hand, many of our farmers will be 
com- 


pelled to buy seed potatoes next spring 
with the McKinley duty added.

Imagine a steamboat boating its way 
own from Chicago to tho northern end 
f Lake Michigan in the face of a fierce 
vind. The ve*sol certainly,makes speed, 
nt if a certain passenger should ciaim 
hat the speed was caused by this north 
,ind, lie would be laughed at as a fool, 
very intelligent passenger knowing that 
ho vessel was only retarded in its course 
iy tho wind. If the pas-cngfr should 
point to the receding fields and groves 
on the, shoro to prove that the vessel was 
roiiig forward, and should still insist 
lie progress was due to the north wind, 
he passengers would think either that j 
ic was crazy, or else that ho was some 
>olatcd Rip Van Winkle who fell asleep 
n the la*t century, before the day of 
steam, and who cannot now take account 
of anything else than the wind as a pro 
x'lling force for ships. In the same way 
he country goes forward, not by reason 
of protection, but despite protection. 
As thcve-ssel has within it a force which 


able to overcome the external hindcr- 


ance of wind, so mo country has in it 
native iorccs of brain and muscle, in- 
ventive genius and skill of hand. Xat> 
lire's rich resources and man's courage 
and industry, which arc able to force the 
industrial ship of state forward in its 
course, notwithstanding the contrary 
wind of protection. 


When tho protectionists try to estab- 


lish their claim that protection enriches 
tho country, they alvvajs CNamine tho 
matter from the standpoint of the pro- 
ducer, the consumer being rarely taken 
account of. If they can show, as they 
doubtless can in many instances, that 
the profits of an industry arc caused by 
tho protective duty,, they at onco con- 
clude that protection is a wealth-pro- 
ducing factor in the nation's life. Some 
of them, however, do takoaccountof the 
consumer, if only to show that although 
protection may make him pay more for 
In's foods, still the money he pays for 
them remains in the country, and there- 
fore tho country is none the poorer for 
his loss. 


15ut the true standpoint from which to 


estimate the cost of a grvcn product to 
the country is the standpoint of tho con- 
sumer. The total cost to ail consumers 
is tho measure of cost to tho country. If 
!he product in question is put down to 
tho consumers of it at a higher price by 
the dome stic manufacturer than it would 
ho if that product was imported, is it not 
clear that we are, buying at homo at 
a loss, and that loss precisely equal 
to tho difference of price between the 
domestic article: and the similiar foreign 
article? For why do wo labor? Is it 
for tho sake of toil it*olf? Do we not 
rathor labor for tho sake of tho things 
which labor produces, for what we call 
goods? But if goods can be had with 
loss labor by an exchange with a foreign 
people do we mot impose unnecessary 
labor upon ourselves when we undertake 
to make those poods ourselves?

A young scientist connected uith the 


United States steamer Fish Hawk, 
which is used in experimenting on tho 
Sound, has invented an ingenious in- 
strument for measuring tho How of the 
tides. It is made of sheet copper in 
the shape somewhat of a (i,sh. aud is 
about four feet long. It is, u hen in ' 
use, suspended from the end of a 
•20-foot spar rigged to the side of tho 
steamer, and extending nt right angles 
with hor, to make the action of tho 
machine entirely independent of cur- 
rents that might bo cause:! bv the 
steamer. The head of this mechanical 
iish consists of a delicately mado re- 
volving screw or wheel, not unlike in 
construction nnd shape tho propelling 
screw of n steamer. 


When the fish is lowered into tho 


water it turns it.t head toward the cur- 
rent and is hold in that ]jositioii bv tho 
tail, which serves tho purpose "of a 
rudder. 
Within the body of the fish 


is placed delicate mnchinerv which 
registers tho revolutions made by the 
revolving screw, and the rapiditv of 
iho-revolutions is transmitted to" tho 
laboratory on the steamer by an in- 
geniously constructed electrical appar- 
atus, thus recording the rapidity of 
the current.—Sew York Tdearam.

It was like a dec- 
laration of a parliament of the people, or 
like the old demands of the barons of En- 
gland when truculent kings camo to the 
throne. Very much like sedition It sounds, 
this making terms with a king, but tho king 
who mocks at it and overlooks U is king 110 
longer. The only true leader of the people 
is the one who goes beforo thorn liko ashen- 
herd rather than behind them with whips 
like an overseer. This was not Eohoboam.

This was observed by the writer when a 
newspaper reporter, but before becoming 
acquainted with the statistics. Xo ex- 
planation has ever been given. 


Another fact is that the negroes do not 


commit suicide; at least it is uncommon. 
Iu fifteen years in Michigan only one was 
reported, and he was a mulatto. A reason- 
able explanation is that the colored rco- 
ple arc naturally contented and happy, 
and are satisfied with a ve;y little of 
life's necessities. They do no't fret and 
worry themselves to death iu a desperate 
struggle to satisfy artificial wants, as 
white people do. 


More men take their own life than 


women—83(i men, or 75 per cent. 
It 


would seem as if strongman, "the sturdy 
oak," would be able to bear "the ills of 
life" with more courage than frail woman, 
"the clinging vine," but it is not true. 
Women have more hope and greater 
courage than men when trouble and 
affliction wci«h heavily upon them.

The record stands 637 


married, 301 single and fifty conjugal re- 
lation unknown.

In ISGT.the cholera invaded Italy. 


Its lavages made the people cowards, 
Civil officers abandoned their posts, 
and well-to-do people fled from the 
cities to their villas.

Famine, 
discouragement aud squalor were every- 
where.

The largest 
electric railway is at Boston, Mass. This 
entire system comprises 284 miles of 
track, sixty of which are electrically 
equipped, and there arc 312 motor cars 
in operation. During the month of Au- 
gust they had 300 motor cars in service, 
making a total mileage of ^84,700,000. 
As to^the equipment of electrical rail- 
ways, Mr. Bailey anticipates no radical 
change for some time to come. The de- 
velopment will be more in the line of 
details. Just now the tendency seems 
to be in the direction of longer cars, 
double tracks and heavier motors.—

the heart of the Himalaya range?, 
among the most interesting of all ob- 
jects sre the elaborate carvings, which 
are executed principally in the splendid 
wood of the sal-tree, from the Terail 
forest. Not only tho temples aud pal-- 
aces, but also private dwellings, and 
often the doorways of the 
meanest 


hovels even, are loaded with ornamen- 
tation in a great variety of designs— 
peacocks with ou*spread tails, griffins, 
snakes, monkeys, birds, fruits and 
flowers, scores of fantastic beings, 
giants and pigmies, gods and goddess- 
es, temples, delicate lattice-work and 
screens—the last-mentioned 
looking 


at a distance like gossamer lace that 
might be marred by tho slightest 
breeze. 


Tho makers of these carvings, who 


receive but three or four ponce per day, 
are rapidly decreasing in number from 
lack of patronage, for tho public taste 
has become so degenerated that it 
craves for the decoration of buildings 
a style of painting which has more the 
appearance of gaudy daubs than ol 
anything artistic or attractive. All 
the Nopauleso carvings are of distinct- 
ively Hindoo origin, and remind one oi 
the elaborate ornamentation in tha 
sacred caves of Ellora and Ajunta and 
other rock-cut temples which are found 
all over India.

Crowds gathered 
is soon as the eon was up to-day around 
be aoene of last night's Broadway blaze, 
md all morning the neighborhood has 
jeen filled with people who gazed curi- 
uslyon theruinBof the Fifth avenue 
ire, and watched the engines i»ar 
treunB of water on the burning embers, 
lie blackened walla of the building be- 
ug all that is left standing. 
The thioknesR of the walla of the Fifth 


.venue theatre saved from complete 
leetraotion Hormanu'd play hooae, and 
herefore also saved tbe entire block be- 
ween Twenty-eighth and Twenty-ninth 
treeta. Opposite the theatre, on the 
northeast corner of Twenty-ninth street, 
he Stnrtevant house showed the efleote 
of the blaze, for the rooms in the north- 
ireBt corner of Mansard's roof were 
burned out and the roof itself at that 
oorner was gone. No other part waa 
damaged except by water, and tbe part 
which wan touched by the fin included 
only eight rooms, from which the 
gueatfl had ample time to ceoape.

thto momlng to a United Frees reporter: 
•1 slept thrguirh the whole tUiog with- 
out knowing tbat a big fire wat in pro- 
grew." Hermann's theater stands eom- 
paratively uninjured. All the valuable

TERRORS OF A VOLCANO. 


A Graphic Description of a Great 


Volcanic Eruption. 


Some idea of the terror of volcanoes 
ay be gathered from au account of un 


eruption in one of the Hawaiian Islands, 
when this crater was tilled from 500 to 
IJOJ feet deep with molten lava, the im- 
mense weight of which broke tlirougli 
the subterranean passage of twenty stveii 
miles and renched the sea, forty miles 
distant, in two days, flowing for three 
weeks imd heating tho water twenty 
miles distant.

Fact* About Electric Railway*. 


Theodore P. Itallcy recently gave some 


interesting figures aud fsioU in a lecture 
on electric railways. He stated that tbe 
possible speed of an electric car is meas- 
ured only by tho limit ot safety. 
The 


regulation speed in tho majority of places 
"~ twelve miles nn hour and the average 


iilcagc per car a day is about one hun- 


dred and fifteen. It is well known that 
upon well-regulated steam railroads the 
locomotives rarely make a continuous 
run of over a hundred miles a day, aud 
with much less care and in every way 
better service the electric locomotive 
bos, therefore, a distinct advantage. 
The smallest town in the United States 
which has an electric street railway in 
operation is Soutliington, Conn., with a 
population of 5,400. Two cars arc in 
service over two miles of track, and the 
average daily receipts arc ijlt'a car. The
